Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 04/27/06 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 5-10 and 15-21 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

3. It is noted that the reference cited on the Information Disclosure Statement dated 
04/27/2006 has been lined through to avoid duplicate listing on the face of the patent at a time of 
issue.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 5, 15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Otomo et 
al., US Patent 5,895,310 (Otomo). 

Otomo discloses an insulated animal shelter comprising a box (1) having at least one flap 
(5) with an opening (18b) formed in one side of the box, a plurality if substantially rigid foam 
panes (6) disposed on each interior surface of the box (as viewed in Figure 3),wherein the panel 
disposed adjacent to the opening on one side of the box has a corresponding opening (as viewed 
in Figure 3) and a curtain (19b) covering the portal. 

Regarding claim 18, Otomo inherently discloses a method in which animal are sheltered 
inside the box (as the box is specifically designed for pollinating insects) in which the animals 
are exposed directly to the foam insulating material. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 10, 20 and 21 are allowed. 

7. Claims 6-9, 16, 17 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
